Speaking out for King's Snow 

Sir: 

As a relative newcomer to the Thoroughbred racing 
industry in the state of Maryland, I would like to know 
the criteria by which the outstanding 2-year-old Mary¬ 
land-bred colt and the outstanding 2-year-old filly are 
chosen each year. I would also like to know who com¬ 
prises the committee of experts for those choices. 

Since my horse. King's Snow, cannot speak for him¬ 
self, I need to resolve these issues for him and for the 


people who train and care for him and take a great deal 
of pride in doing so. 

Several days ago the 1987 Experimental Free Hand¬ 
icap weights were published in the Daily Racing Form 
and Thoroughbred Record. King's Snow was listed at 109 
pounds. Trap Line, the choice for 2-year-old Mary- 
land-bred colt of the year, was not listed at all. 

Compare, for yourself, the race records of King's 
Snow and Trap Line. 

It seems to me, the facts speak for themselves.

Personal Perspective

iVly ll-year-old son Willy asked the other eve¬ 
ning, as I was pulling on my coat and boots, why I went 
to the barn every night. He knew what I was going to 
do there, of course, but he wondered why it was neces¬ 
sary. We don't give a night feed to the cows, after all, so 
why should the horses have one? 


I just said it was part of my job, which wasn't a very 
complete answer. There was more I could have said. 

On our farm we call the evening feeding and water¬ 
ing chores "bed check." I'm not sure why, except that 
Pop called it that for the more than 40 years when he 
did it nightly, and now that he's handed primary re¬ 
sponsibility for it over to me I can't see any reason to 
change it. It's as good a name as any. 

We bed check whenever we have horses in the barn 
at night, but I think of it primarily as a winter and 
spring chore. Currently it takes me about 45 minutes, 
including the walk to and from the house, about a 
quarter of a mile each way. I don't always look forward 
to it, especially when it's bitter cold or sleeting, but 
invariably when I get to the barn I'm glad I'm there. 

Because I have another business. I'm only a part- 
time horseman these days. And though I manage to 
spend a good many hours in the barn in the course of a 
week, bed check is the only time I can count on being 
alone with all the horses in my care. Then I get to see 
for myself who isn't cleaning up his feed, who seems 
unusually restless, who's getting a little too heavy or a 
little too light. 

These little changes in disposition or appearance 
can indicate something important, so there's a practical 
management value to my being in the barn at a time 
when I might notice them. But that's only part of the 
reason I usually do bed check myself. The rest of the 
reason isn't as easy to explain, because it's romantic, 
and romance isn't supposed to have any place in man¬ 
agement, of horses or anything else. 

In addition to being an ordinary farm chore, bed 
check is for me a reminder of rhythms—the individual 
rhythms of this farm on which I live and on which I 
grew up, and the ordinary rhythms of the seasons and 


the Maryland countryside. The routine now isn't very 
different from what it was when I was Willy's age and 
did it with Pop. 

On a late-winter night, I leave the house about 8:30. 
It often seems very cold, going out again after having 
had supper and sat by the woodstove for a while, but 
on this particular evening it's mild enough so that 1 
wonder why I bothered to put on my heavy coveralls. 
We've been in the midst of a thaw, but underfoot 1 can 
feel the mud in the lane already starting to tighten up 
again. Spring's not here yet, the mud says, but it's 
coming—bringing point-to-points, foals, baseball and 
daffodils. 

I open the big aluminum gate into the barnyard, and 
the sound produces nickers from the barn. When they 
left at five. Buck and Ellen left the big doors at the west 
end open, for air and to catch the last of the light. I'll 
close them part way, I think, when I leave. 

The barn always seems very bright when the lights 
first come on. Tessie, the cat, comes out of the feed 
room and meows at me. She gets fed first, a handful of 
cat chow. (Tessie used to be a suburban cat, and be¬ 
longed to a friend from the Baltimore Sun, but she's 
been in my barn for more than ten years now and 
doesn't appear to miss Towson at all.) 

I get out the feed cart, which Buck has left topped 
up, and feed my two 2-year-olds. Soon they'll be going 
down the road to Billy Boniface to start galloping, but 
right now they're on easy street. 

Then the foaling mares, currently about half Pop's 
and mine, half boarders. There are no foals yet; the 
first isn't due for a couple more weeks. As I go down 
the line of stalls, Turney McKnight's attractive big 
chestnut mare Lovely Voyage stamps impatiently, as 
though half-starved—which she certainly isn't. 

Now the ten yearlings. I get a special pleasure out of 
the yearlings, and this is a good group, five colts and 
five fillies. It's a good time to see them, when they've 
been in their stalls long enough to relax but not so long 
that they're wild to get out again. On this evening I

spend a little extra time with Dr. G.G. Meredith's De¬ 
puted Testamony filly, one of the extroverts among the 
ten, and the one yearling of my own, a colt by Parfaite- 
ment. Tomorrow I'll pick out two others. 

Hay, water (don't forget to drain the hose; it may get 
cold enough by dawn to freeze), and lights out. 1 leave 
the big doors almost wide open; better be too cold than 
too stuffy. On the way back to the house 1 stop for a 
while and look at the stars. 

When foaling time approaches I'll make this night¬ 
time trip a lot more frequently, and there will be a few 
nights—not many—when I'll be too sleepy to watch 
the sky. But there won't be many when I don't enjoy 
doing bed check. As I think I mentioned, when he 
decided to hand it over to me. Pop had been doing it for 
40 years. I wouldn't mind doing it for 40 more. □

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Stuart Jaimey May Have 
His First Derby Starter(s)

JS/larylander Stuart S. Janney Jr. has two homebred colts 
who are strong candidates for this year's Triple Crown races. 
Although not Maryland-breds, Finder's Choice and Private 
Terms, each undefeated as of mid-March, have launched their 
careers in this state under the handling of trainer Charles 
Hadry. 

Finder's Choice (Buckfinder—Trial Landing by Solo 
Landing) won the Dancing Count Stakes at Laurel and the 
Fiirsch Jacobs Stakes at Pimlico this winter. He holds the 
current track record for six and one-half furlongs at Laurel, 
set while winning in allowance company in January. 

Private Terms (Private Account—Laughter by Bold Rul¬ 
er) captured the mile and one-eighth General George Stakes 
at Laurel and Pimlico's Federico Tesio Stakes. 

The owner of those two impeccably-bred 3-year-olds needs 
no introduction among racing enthusiasts. Mr. Janney and 
his wife, the late Barbara Phipps Janney (who died last No¬ 
vember), have achieved numerous distinctions with the 
horses they have bred and raced over the past 35 years. 

Asked to describe the breeding program that has led to 
Locust Hill Farm's many successes, Mr. Janney offered the 
following account: 

"To give you a little bit of background, I first got 
interested in horses through foxhunting. Then came 
cross country riding; I did a lot of that. And gradually, 
we got into breeding race horses, but we really didn't 
start until after the War," said Mr. Janney. 

"My wife's mother, Mrs. Phipps, was a great enthu¬ 
siast, and strongly encouraged us. We had the place to 
do it. So we started in a small way. Over the period of 
several years, Mrs. Phipps gave us three mares. All of 
the horses I have now are descended from them. 
Those mares were Bold Irish, Step Over and Vowed. 
We bought other broodmares, and did other things, 
but over the years all of the other (bloodlines) have 
fallen by the wayside. Those three mares go back 35 
years or so. 

"The most success has come from Bold Irish, who 
was the dam of Shenanigans, ancestress of the promi¬ 
nent ones today. But the others produced some nice 
horses too," Mr. Janney recounted. 

Shenanigans, a foal of 1963 by Native Dancer, raised 
Mr. Janney's hopes from the beginning. "She was a 
good race mare—^but not as sound as she could have 
been," said Mr. Janney. "Shenanigans gave a thrilling 
account of herself in the (1965) Maryland Futurity, fin¬ 
ishing second by a nose to Miss Spin. Those two fillies

beat all the colts by six or seven lengths. And we were 
satisfied that she would be a marvelous broodmare. 

"The first horse I wanted to breed her to was Nearc- 
tic, because I realized the foal would have breeding just 
like Northern Dancer (who is by Nearctic out of a Na¬ 
tive Dancer mare). So 1 went to Bryan Field, who was in 
charge of Nearctic at the time, and asked for a service. 1 
outlined the mare's credentials, and he agreed," Mr. 
Janney continued. 

From that mating. Shenanigans produced Ice- 
capade, a major stakes winner of $256,468—and the 
Janney s' first truly good homebred. Icecapade has had 
a long and successful career at stud in Kentucky. 

Although Mr. Janney has foaled a number of mares 
at his farm in Maryland, his most fashionable stock 
usually ends up in Kentucky—for obvious reasons. 
"We looked around for other stallions, while She¬ 
nanigans was carrying her first foal, and decided that 
the mare would have the best opportunities in Ken¬ 
tucky," Mr. Janney said. "We had a long and rewarding 
association with Claiborne Farm, and Bull Hancock 
agreed to take her there." 

In 1969, Shenanigans was bred to Bold Ruler, and 
the result was Laughter, dam of Private Terms. 

(Laughter also has to her credit four other stakes 
winners, the most notable being graded winner Blue 
Ensign, who is now at stud in Florida. Blue Ensign had 
two colts—Firery Ensign and Buoy—ranked among 
the top ten on the 1987 Experimental Handicap.) 

Shenanigans' next foal, after Laughter, was a colt by 
Bold Lad named On to Glory, who was successful at 
stud in Florida. Then came Ruffian (1972) and Buck- 
finder (1974). 

Ruffian, champion in her division at 2 and 3, was 
the most illustrious of all the Janney homebreds. Her 
death—following the famous match race against the 
colt Foolish Pleasure at Belmont Park in the summer of 
1975—was one of racing's greatest tragedies. 

Buckfinder, a graded stakes winner of $230,513, 
stands at Claiborne Farm, where he had already 
proven himself as a sire before his current 3-year-old 
Finder's Choice came along. 

The last foal produced by Shenanigans, before her 
death in 1977, was a colt by Damascus named Near 
East. He had an undescended testicle, which had to be 
surgically removed and seriously compromised his 
racing career, according to Mr. Janney. But Near East 
still managed to be a respectable race horse, winning 
on the allowance level in New York. Today he is a pen¬ 
sioner at Mr. Janney's farm, where he gets ridden "ev¬ 
ery now and then." 

Private Terms is descended from Shenanigans on 
the female side, and Finder's Choice through the male 
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Janney continued 


Impressive Past 
Performance 

Stuart S. Janney Jr. has long been one of Mary¬ 
land's most prominent horsemen. 

Mr. Janney rode four winners of the Maryland 
Hunt Cup (1935,1942,1946,1947)—with three of 
those victories coming astride his own horse, 
Winton. A former Master of the Green Spring 
Valley Hounds, he still rides today, at the age of 
80, on his farm in Glyndon. 

Mr. Janney's father, Stuart S. Janney Sr., was a 
law partner of Albert C. Ritchie, longtime gover¬ 
nor of the state of Maryland. And his uncle, Jer¬ 
vis Spencer Jr., was the first chairman of the Rac¬ 
ing Commission and also the rider of five 
Maryland Hunt Cup winners. 

A 1925 graduate of Gilman School, and a Phi 
Beta Kappa graduate of Princeton University, Mr. 
Janney holds a law degree from Harvard Univer¬ 
sity, where he was editor of the Harvard Law 
Review. During World War II, he attained the 
rank of captain in the Marine Corps, participat¬ 
ing in several major conflicts. He was a partner in 
the Baltimore law firm of Venable, Baetjer and 
Howard from 1939 to 1959. 

In 1936, Mr. Janney married the former Bar¬ 
bara Phipps, daughter of Mrs. Henry Carnegie 
Phipps, of Wheatley Stable (Bold Ruler) fame, 
and the couple settled at Locust Hill Farm, where 
Mr. Janney still makes his home. Mrs. Janney 
died last November. 

Over the years, Mr. Janney has served terms as 
chairman of the Maryland Racing Commission 
and president of the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association, and he was elected a member of The 
Jockey Club in 1954. 

The Janneys have been represented by 19 
homebred stakes winners, the most famous in¬ 
cluding the great, ill-fated Ruffian, as well as 
Promise, Assault Landing, Icecapade and Buck- 
finder. 



line with Buckfinder. "As you can see, they're all re¬ 
lated," Mr. Janney pointed out. On the female side. 
Finder's Choice goes back to Step Over, who was the 
dam of Trial Landing. 

Trial Landing, Finder's Choice's dam, has had two 
other good stakes winners for the Janneys. St. Bren¬ 
dan, a gelding (1978, by Halo), raced for eight seasons 
and earned $371,868. A Maryland-bred, St. Brendan 
ranks among the all-time Maryland-bred money earn¬ 
ers. Two years after St. Brendan came Assault Landing 
(1980, by Buckfinder). "Assault Landing looked like a 
classic horse, until an injury took him out of action," 
Mr. Janney commented. Assault Landing won the 
Gotham Stakes-G2 and placed second in the Bay Shore 
Stakes-G3 as a 3-year-old. He stands at stud at Country 
Life Farm in Bel Air (Md.), and his first crop will reach 
the races this year. Mr. Janney has retained a number 
of shares in Assault Landing, and supports the horse 
with his own mares. 


The majority of Mr. Janney's foals are Maryland- 
breds. But whether or not a foal is born in Maryland is 
not of prime importance. "I don't like to ship mares 
with young foals around, because of the risks—that's 
really the major consideration," said Mr. Janney. 
"Maiden mares I like to send to Florida to be bred for 
the first time, because they seem to get an earlier start. 
They invariably foal on a February cover. But I never 
leave them down there." 
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This spring Mr. Janney is breeding ten mares, which 
is a higher number than usual. "I try to keep it down to 
six or seven," he said. "In the fall, after we see the 
results of the breeding season, we'll sell maybe two of 
them. I don't like to have more than seven or eight 
foals. Here on the farm we can really only cope with 
five, because that's all we have stalls for. I like the disci¬ 
pline of not being able to expand; having to sift 
through and get rid of some. It helps to keep up the 
quality." 

Mr. Janney has five yearlings in 1988: two colts, one 
by Majestic Light, the other by Blue Ensign; and three 
fillies, by Assault Landing, Carnivalay and Private Ac¬ 
count. The Private Account filly is out of Laughter— 
and is thus a full sister to Private Terms. 

"I sell a lot of mares, but I never sell yearlings," he 
said. "We wait to sell them after they're finished rac¬ 
ing; sometimes we let well-bred fillies go when they 
can't stand training. We never buy yearlings, either. 
All of what we race are homebreds. I don't like to race 
claimers. If I'm running a horse for a price, the horse is 
for sale for that price. Some people get upset when 
their horses are claimed, but not me. When they get to 
that level, I want to get rid of them." 

Right now Mr. Janney has 13 horses in training. 
Seven are 3-year-olds, and six are 2-year-olds, down in 
Camden with trainer Frank Whiteley. The 2-year-olds

will join Hadry's stable about May 1. "Thirteen is about 
the normal number for us, although we usually have 
some older horses," he said. "All of our older horses 
have fallen by the wayside at the moment." 

How does Mr. Janney decide what to sell, and what 
to keep? "Well, I see them all the time, and I form 
opinions as time goes on. I have an idea of which ones 
are likely to produce good horses. You adapt to the 
situation as it develops. 

"When I'm arranging matings, I look through the 
mares I have and try to figure out what will work best. 
I'm not a follower of the dosage system, or any of that. 
Sometimes you will find a nick; something that really 
seems to work. An example is Trial Landing and Buck- 
finder. Everything she has gotten from being bred to 
Buckfinder has turned out to be a nice horse," re¬ 
marked Mr. Janney. 

He has shares in five Maryland stallions: Assault 
Landing, Assert (Ire), Carnivalay, Smarten and TV. 
Commercial, plus Buckfinder (in Kentucky) and Blue 
Ensign (in Florida). And he frequently purchases sea¬ 
sons to other horses. There are no secrets, when it 
comes to choosing stallions, in Mr. Janney's view. "I 
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Janney continued

see a horse racing and if I really like him, when he goes 
to stud I'll try to breed to him. I like to see a horse that 
looks the part, but the types can be so various. Look at 
Northern Dancer, for instance. All types can do well. 
Performance and bloodlines are probably the best 
guide." 

Mr. Janney did not have to search far to find one 
horse who was destined to have a major impact on his 
breeding program back in the 1960s. Bold Ruler, one of 
the nation's preeminent sires, was owned by Mrs. Jan- 
ney's mother. Ruffian's sire. Reviewer, was a son of 
Bold Ruler. Today, Bold Ruler is represented among 
Mr. Janney's breeding stock principally as the sire of 
Laughter. 

Like all breeders, Mr. Janney is sometimes influ¬ 
enced by sheer happenstance. His share in Assert (Ire) 
came to him in a roundabout way. "I used to breed to 
Halo (at Windfields)," he recounted. "We had a share 
in him, and bred some nice horses from him. Then 
(after Sunny's Halo won the Kentucky Derby), the syn¬ 


dicate got an offer that I guess the other members just 
couldn't refuse. I wasn't anxious to sell. But we finally 
worked out a deal where I swapped my share in Halo 
for a share in Assert (Ire)—plus one service to Halo for 
that year—and I've been breeding to Assert (Ire) ever 
since. The oldest of his offspring that I have is a 3-year- 
old filly named Positively So, who is a stakes-placed 
winner and a nice filly." 

Never before has Mr. Janney had two such exciting 
prospects as Finder's Choice and Private Terms both 
racing at the same time. "We've never had two like this 
so far along in the season," he elaborated. "Although 
we once had two colts—Blue Ensign and Near East— 
who both showed a lot of promise early on. Near East 
would have been a top race horse, if he hadn't had his 
problem." 

Locust Hill Farm has never even started a horse in 
one of the Triple Crown races, although Ruffian won 
the New York Filly Triple Crown. "We haven't ever 
been in the position of thinking about the Kentucky 
Derby—although we did think about the Preakness, 
with Blue Ensign," said Mr. Janney 

But the fact that Private Terms and Finder's Choice 
are both beating a path in the direction of Churchill 
Downs does not surprise Mr. Janney. "They're both 
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handsome colts, from mares who have already pro¬ 
duced nice ones, and their sires are doing well," he 
remarked. Neither he nor his trainer will venture a 
guess as to which colt is better. And a contest between 
the two at this point is unthinkable. 

"We really don't know which one is better. People 
keep asking us, and we're not evading the issue," said 
Mr. Janney. "All we know is they're two nice ones." □

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Lane Heads Local 
Beig Division

A sign of the resurgence of racing in Maryland has 
been the influx of nationally prominent stables to the 
Laurel-Pimlico circuit. Among the big names, none 
carries more weight than Jack Van Berg. 

When Van Berg established a division here last De¬ 
cember, it meant a great deal to Maryland. But Van 
Berg was an easy sell. The trainer, who won an Eclipse 
Award in 1984 and was inducted into racing's Hall of 
Fame the following year, has fond associations with 
this state. In 1981, he stretched out sprinter Bold Ego to 
finish a game second behind Pleasant Colony in the 
Preakness. Three years later he won the race—his first 
classic victory—with Gate Dancer. In 1986, he saddled 
Herat to win the featured Classic at the inaugural 
Maryland Million. And last year Van Berg took the 
Preakness again with Alysheba. 

"Jack has a soft spot in his heart for Maryland," said 
his Maryland-based assistant, Marilyn Lane, "because 
some of his major victories have come here." 

Van Berg would eventually like to have a stable of 
about 20 horses in Maryland—"when we get going." 
As a starter, a contingent of ten arrived at Laurel from 
Van Berg's Kentucky division on December 29. After 21 
tries, the stable had its first winner when Diapason, a 
shipper from New York, took an allowance feature Feb¬ 
ruary 16. Diapason returned on March 5 and placed 
second in the J. Edgar Hoover Handicap. 

Lane has not been discouraged with the Van Berg 
stable's slow start in Maryland. 

Like all of his far-flung assistants, Marilyn Lane is 
in constant communication with Jack Van Berg, 
whose monthly telephone bills average $5,000. Opposite, 
Paul Howard exercises stakes winner Ridge Review, 
owned by Dorothy and Pam Scharbauer of Alysheba fame. 


"It's tough racing here," said Lane, whose first ex¬ 
perience in Maryland came when she worked for Mike 
Ford in 1967, the year after Ford's Kauai King won the 
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Kentucky Derby and Preakness. "I was prepared for 
that; consequently, I didn't get too down . . . any time 
you go into a slump, well, it's never like winning. And I 
like to win like everyone else does. 

"But I knew. Some of our horses have had a little 
trouble getting used to the track. The better horses 
have never been off the board." 

Like all of Van Berg's assistants, Marilyn Lane is an 
accomplished trainer in her own right. 

Van Berg's entire operation consists of more than 
100 horses, with layups and younger stock boarded at 
his Jack Van Berg Farm outside Louisville, Ky. Most of 
his horses in training are with Van Berg at his Califor¬ 
nia home base; sizable contingents also are with Joe 
Petalino in New York; Mark Wallerstedt at Oaklawn 
Park, David Pettinger at Turfway Park in northern Ken¬ 
tucky and Ralph Irwin in Louisiana. 

Of Lane, Van Berg said he saw her taking on a divi¬ 
sion as a natural progression. She had worked with his 
stable at Arlington Park last summer, and then went to 
Turfway. "She's a good horsewoman," he said. "She 
does a good job." 


Lane's background with horses goes back a long 
way. She left her home state of Oregon for Arizona in 
1963, after three years of college at Oregon State. "I got 
tired of the rain," Lane said. "I wanted to ride year- 
round." 

At the farm where she boarded her horse, she be¬ 
came acquainted with people who worked at Rillito 
Downs in Tucson. Shortly thereafter. Lane purchased 
a filly for $400 and won a race at Turf Paradise. With 
that, she moved up to a $600 horse, and a vocation was 
born. 

"The first license I held at the track was a trainer's 
license," Lane said. "I had to, I already had a horse." 

After Turf Paradise, Lane went to Ak-Sar-Ben in 
Omaha. Regrettably, the trainer's license prevented 
her from taldng a job with Van Berg's father, the noted 
trainer Marion H. Van Berg, when he offered her one. 
But she was stabled close to his barn and often sought 
advice from the man she calls "a consummate horse¬ 
man." 

Racing satisfied two of Lane's passions: a love of 
horses and a desire to see the country. She went on to 
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Marilyn Lane continued 


do just that, working at tracks from New Hampshire to 
Florida. 

At one point. Lane left the race track. Her mother 
had died and her father had concerns about his daugh¬ 
ter's career so far from home. Joe Deckelman helped 
his daughter move into a nice apartment in San Fran¬ 
cisco and bought her a brand-new Cougar sedan. 

"I went to work for Barclays International Bank, 
making about three times what I was making on the 
race track," Lane recalled. "I should have been the 
happiest girl in the world. I lasted about eight months. 
And 1 really did try to make a go of it." 

Some years ago. Lane married G.C. Lane, a trainer 
she had met at Ak-Sar-Ben. Together, they ran a public

stable and traveled a circuit including the Meadow- 
lands in New Jersey and Arlington Park in Chicago. 
The marriage did not last, however. 

"It was less a divorce and more a matter of different 
career goals," Lane explained. 

On her own again. Lane worked for a time at Domi¬ 
no Farm in Lexington, Ky., and later took a few horses 
for clients and some of her homebreds to nearby 
Keeneland Race Course. Last spring, her path again 
crossed that of Van Berg, who had arrived for the Blue 
Grass Stakes with eventual Derby winner Alysheba. 

"I could have gathered eight or ten horses and 
moved on," she said. "All my life I've wanted really 
good horses. But the way I foresaw my future, it looked 
like it wasn't going to happen in the time frame I want¬ 
ed it to happen in. I had been friends with some of 
Jack's other assistants—really good people. He has two 
or three people who could absolutely go on their own 
with sizable stables and they don't. When you respect 
someone to that point, that's very meaningful . . . 
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"I feel more important working for him. Any suc¬ 
cess I have is more meaningful than when I was on my 
own. There's a camaraderie of sharing it with that 
many people. He's put together a really good organiza¬ 
tion." 

Much of that is based on communication. It's not for 
nothing that Van Berg's phone bills run approximately 
$5,000 a month. Trainers in each division are encour¬ 
aged to keep in regular contact with other divisions as 
well. Even though Van Berg did not visit his Maryland 
division in its first two months of operation, he kept 
close tabs on his charges here. 

"I can assure you if you were to call Jack right now 
and ask about any horse in here, he could tell you just 
where we are because he demands that type of com¬ 
munication," Lane said. "It doesn't take great length. 
What he wants to know is any changes or problems, 
even if it's just a cracked heel. And he'll advise you. 

"A lot of times, he'll tell me something and, though 
I'm acutely aware of it—I'm here wanting to learn 


more—what he says is so subtle. You go home at night 
and it will click—gee! It's a good feeling to work with 
someone who is such a good teacher and so generous 
with his knowledge." 

Lane said she bid for the assignment in Maryland 
early on. She had come to the state last spring to race a 
filly named Charming Tigress (in the Snow Goose 
Handicap at Laurel) for Phil Needham of Domino. She 
met the Manfusos and liked the new, improved Laurel. 

"I could see then what they were doing," she said. 
"This was a state with a bright future. I liked the feel¬ 
ing it had—the positive feeling. I enjoy New York rac¬ 
ing, but it has its complacency." 

Lane likes the breeding end of the business, but 
sold her four mares when she went with Van Berg. 

"I couldn't really afford it," she said. "But, more 
importantly. I'm really serious about what I want to do, 
and to be a part of developing good horses is para¬ 
mount to me. I decided I wanted to concentrate my 
efforts on this." □ 
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Yemen's Mite Prime Factor 
In Capuano Family's Success

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There are people who go to Kentucky and spend 
thousands of dollars a year on broodmares. And those 
who don't. Phil and Connie Capuano definitely be¬ 
long in the second category. 

For the Capuanos, it was a matter of fate. 

Silano, a 4-year-old gelding by Silver Badge who air¬ 
ed in winning the Capitol Handicap at Laurel, is the 
second stakes winner the Capuanos have bred—and 
raced—from the (now deceased) mare Yemen's Mite. 

Her pedigree (by Yemen—Indictment by George 
Case) did not exactly inspire bidding wars when Ye¬ 
men's Mite was purchased by the Capuanos at 
Timonium as a yearling back in 1966. And her race 
record (41 starts, three wins, $5,867) did nothing to 
change the picture. 

But as a broodmare, Yemen's Mite turned out to be a 
diamond in the rough. In addition to Silano, who has 
so far won three stakes and earned $171,262, Yemen's 
Mite produced Gary's Friend (by Friend's Choice), 
winner of the 1982 Playpen Stakes and $94,530. Eight 
of her foals have raced, and seven are winners. 

Silano is trained by the Capuanos' 25-year-old son 
Dale, who is rapidly becoming one of the most suc¬ 
cessful public trainers in the state. 

All of which leaves Phil Capuano—a 54-year-old 
self-employed handyman who has done everything 
from driving a taxicab to selling vacuum cleaners in 
order to keep his family and his small racing stable 
going over the years—feeling like the proverbial proud 
parent. 

Phil Capuano, who took out his trainer's license in 
1966 and struggled along with broken-down claimers 
until his luck changed several years ago, has never had 
an ambitious breeding program. The way Yemen's 
Mite came to him was actually a fluke: "I was sitting 
there at the sale with my father and a friend named Jack 
Fentress," recounts Capuano. "Jack had been talking 
about buying something, and when this filly came into 
the ring my father said: 'There's a horse you could buy' 
The price was right—only $800. Jack bid on her, and 
got her, and then it turned out he didn't have enough 
money to pay for her. All he had was $197, or maybe it 
was $297.1 ended up paying the difference—and all of 
a sudden we were partners." 

After Yemen's Mite stopped racing, the Capuanos 
converted a small shed on their six-acre farm in Upper 
Marlboro, and quietly ventured into the breeding busi¬ 
ness. "We didn't have a lot of money for stud fees, and 
things like that," explains Capuano. "We lent her out 
to friends a couple of times because it was so hard to

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find the money to keep her. Anybody who wanted to 
use her for a year could just go ahead and use her." 

Yemen's Mite's first four foals were modest winners, 
racing for other people. Then, in the early 1980s, Cap- 
uano's racing stable picked up and he was able to afford 
to put Gary's Friend, her 1980 foal whom he had bred 
himself, into training. Things snowballed from there. 

Gary's Friend's full sister brought $21,000 at the 1983 
Maryland Sales Agency Two-Year-Olds in Training 
sale, following the colt's impressive 2-year-old cam¬ 
paign. The Capuanos then bought out Fentress' inter¬ 
est in the mare. And in 1986, Silano started winning 
stakes. Silano, a gelding who could pass for a stable 
pony based on his small size and laid-back disposition, 
was undefeated in his first three starts as a 2-year-old. 
He won the Playpen and Rollicking Stakes in 1986, 
then chipped an ankle while running in the slop in 
Pimlico's Challedon Stakes that fall. 

Silano was back in competition by the winter of his 
3-year-old season, but did not return to his old form 
until last fall. Dale Capuano has received high marks 
for his handling of the Capuano homebred. 

But Silano is not Dale's only claim to fame. The 
younger Capuano ranked eighth in the tightly- 
bunched trainer standings for number of winners at 
Laurel's recent winter meeting, and fifth among the 
top ten in percentage of winners. His record was 120 
starters, 27 wins, 12 seconds, 22 thirds, and a win 
percentage of 23 percent. 

Other stakes horses in Dale Capuano's barn are 
Harvey A. Linden's Along Came Jones, a 6-year-old 
gelding who has won multiple stakes and earned over 
$230,000; William R. Buehler's Goose Bumps, a multi¬ 
ple stakes winner of over $100,000, and Nick Rinaldi's 
Shaviana, a 5-year-old stakes-winning mare. 

Along Came Jones was selected by Dale, on the 
owner's behalf, at the 1984 Maryland Sales Agency 
Select Two-Year-Olds in Training sale, and purchased 
for $12,000. Goose Bumps, a turf specialist who is 
quirky and requires special handling, is another testa¬ 
ment to Dale's skill. Shaviana just came to Dale, and 
has not yet started for him. 

Altogether, Dale has almost 30 horses for 13 sepa¬ 
rate clients, and the numbers are steadily climbing. He 
added ten horses to his stable during the Laurel meet¬ 
ing alone, and does not plan to stop until he reaches 
about 50 head. A fair proportion of his horses are 
claimers, which means there is constant turnover. Dale 
takes delight in the claiming game: "I love the chal¬ 
lenge—it's like a big poker game," he comments. "But I 
want it all: the claimers, the allowance horses, the well- 
bred stakes horses." 

Dale grew up spending his afternoons, after school, 
at the old Marlboro race track, where his father was 
stabled for many years. Like his brother Gary, 24, who 
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Capuanos continued

is now starting on a career of his own as a trainer, and 
sister Gina, 22, who works as an exercise girl for train¬ 
er Eddie Gaudet, Dale was influenced by his father's 
devotion to the game. 

But as a trainer, he is as different from his father as 
night and day, both men will tell you. "Dale is out here 
at the crack of dawn every morning—and he certainly 
didn't get that from me," remarks Phil. "The way he 
claims horses is amazing. I used to have a lot of friends, 
and now they're not speaking to me. I tell them I don't 
have anything to do with it, and they don't believe me. 
But this is Dale's stable." 

Dale took out his trainer's license in 1982, when he 
was 18. As Phil explains it, his own father had taken 
sick about that time, and come to live with the family. 
Phil stayed home to care for his father, who was dying 
of emphysema, and turned over his stable to Dale. 
Dale did such a good job that when Phil's father died, 
Phil did not go back to training. Dale continued, and 
built up his own stable from there. Today it is strictly 
his own operation, not controlled in any way by his 
father. "No two people can train a race horse," says 
Phil. And even with Silano, the family horse. Dale is 
completely in charge. "I might make a suggestion, and 
if Dale wants to follow it he will. If he doesn't want to, 
he won't," adds the father. 

Connie Capuano, Silano's owner of record, sup¬ 
ports her family's endeavors, but is not a horsewoman 
herself. Mrs. Capuano works as a secretary for the 
office of Naval Research in Arlington, Va. 

The Capuanos live, as a family, on the farm in Upper 
Marlboro (Dale has been married, but is separated 
from his wife). The property is enhanced by a new 
two-stall barn, financed by Silano's winnings. "He has 
his own extra-large stall, where he recuperated when 
he was laid off," explains Mr. Capuano. "Kind of fancy 
quarters." 

Yemen's Mite died last fall, at the age of 22, and right 
now there are no other broodmares on the farm. 
"We've had a few other broodmares off and on, over 
the years, but she was our main one," Mr. Capuano 
says. The mare had problems foaling last spring, and 
was not bred back. She died peacefully while turned 
out at the Capuano farm last November. Yemen's Mite 
has three foals yet to race. Her legacy consists of a 
3-year-old filly by Cold Reception, named Superior 
Blend, who is being trained by Gary Capuano and is 
expected to make her first start this spring; and a 
2-year-old colt and yearling filly, both by Cold Recep¬ 
tion. □

Call It Stymie or Corbett, 
Bill Albright's On the Job

The boss hardly ever shows up at Corbett Farm 
before 9:30 in the morning. But he's never accused of 
being late for work. 

A day's routine begins at the race track for Bill Al¬ 
bright, the hard-working, unassuming general man¬ 
ager of the 200-acre breeding and training farm in 
Monkton (Md.). Albright, 57, has been running things 


at Corbett (formerly Stymie Manor) for a little over 30 
years. Throughout that entire time he has also trained 
a division at the track. 

Switching back and forth between the farm and the 
race track would be grueling for many farm managers. 
But not Bill Albright. The son of a trainer, he got his 
first job on the farm when he was 16 years old, and he 
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Albright continued

is equally at home in both worlds. 'The key," he says, 
"is having a lot of good help. I couldn't make it either 
place if I didn't have good people helping me." 

Albright's race track contingent fluctuates, depend¬ 
ing on his stall allotment. Right now he has seven 
horses at Pimlico—all owned by Corbett Farm clients. 

Corbett Farm stands seven stallions, and has a year- 
round broodmare population of about 15. About 35 
mares will foal there this spring. Also on the farm are 
about 20 2-year-olds in various stages of early training. 

"I've been doing this for so long—one thing just 
follows another," comments Albright. "We breed the 
mares when I get back from the track in the morning, 
and then a Jot of times I'll breed after the races in the 
afternoon. Marion (Tookie) Robinson, who has been 
here longer than I have, takes care of the foaling. I do 
some of the books, my wife handles some of it, and my 


son comes over one day a month and sends out the 
bills." 

Albright learned his trade from one of the all-time 
masters, the late Hirsch Jacobs. A highly prominent 
owner/trainer of the 1940s, '50s and '60s, Jacobs pur¬ 
chased Stymie Manor Farm in 1946, naming it after his 
wonder horse. Stymie, claimed by Mr. Jacobs for 
$1,500, won 25 major stakes throughout the late 1940s 
and retired with earnings of $918,485. 

For nearly 25 years—until his death in 1970—^Jacobs 
used Stymie Manor as a place to raise his young horses 
and prepare them for the track. 

When Bill Albright applied for a summer job at Sty¬ 
mie Manor back in 1947, he had no idea he would end 
up making it his life's work. An only child. Bill grew up 
a few miles away, on Jarrettsville Pike. His father, Roy 
Albright, a retired steeplechase jockey who had 
turned to training jumpers, was on the road a lot of the 
time. And Bill naturally gravitated to the big, new 
Thoroughbred operation near his home, spending 
weekends and school vacations there after he was 
hired. "I just always liked it," he says. 
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Although Jacobs was a totally absentee owner, visit¬ 
ing the farm only about three or four times a year, 
Albright soon got to know him personally. Bill com¬ 
ments: "Mr. Jacobs was just a super nice man, who was 
always willing to teach you things. He had so much 
experience, with so many horses, and he had tried so 
many different ways of doing things. He just knew 
what worked, and what didn't. I never hesitated to ask 
him anything, and I always got an answer." 

Hirsch Jacobs' brother, Harry, was managing Sty¬ 
mie Manor when Albright went there. After Harry 
Jacobs died unexpectedly of a heart attack, Marion 
Robinson took over for a while. Then Albright became 
manager in about 1956. 

Except for the two years he spent in the Army (with 
occupation forces in Germany following World War II), 
and a brief stint as an outrider at Cumberland, Bill has 
worked at the same place all his life. Stymie Manor was 
operated by Mr. Jacobs' heirs for 12 years following his 
death. In 1982, it was bought by a group of local horse- 
people and re-named Corbett Farm. Current owners 
are Mr. and Mrs. Frank A. Bonsai, Mr. and Mrs.

William Entenmann, Mr. and Mrs. Francis Iglehart 
and Mr. and Mrs. Peter McGill. 

During Mr. Jacobs' glory days, Albright oversaw the 
raising of three champions, and countless stakes win¬ 
ners. The standout, in his mind, was the filly Affec¬ 
tionately. "From the time she was broken, she acted 
like she wanted to do something" is the way Bill puts it. 
"Her very first day out on the track she bowed her neck 
and galloped, and you could tell she was in a class by 
herself." Affectionately was the champion 2-year-old 
filly in the country in 1962 and champion handicap 
mare and sprinter in 1965. 

Among others who got their early education at Sty¬ 
mie Manor were Hail to Reason, champion 2-year-old 
in 1960, and later a leading sire; and Personality (out of 
Affectionately), who was voted horse of the year in 
1970 after winning the Preakness, Jersey Derby, Wood 
Memorial and other major races. 

"Most of the time you couldn't predict ahead of time 
who was going to make it big. They all had the ped¬ 
igrees, and there were always good ones coming every 
year, "Albright remarks. 

Albright has also experienced success as a breeder 
himself. Along with his longtime partner William F. 
(Bill) Walker, Albright bred and raced $158,060-earner 
Lady of Promise. A foal of 1977, by Par Excellent, Lady 
of Promise won the 1981 Lady Baltimore Handicap and 
Waya Stakes and placed third in the 1981 Delaware 
Handicap-Gl and Parlo Handicap. Albright and Walk¬ 
er sold her as a broodmare for $110,000. 
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Albright continued

From Lady of Promise's dam. Land of Promise, the 
partners also bred stakes-placed Promiser, a colt with 
earnings of $106,131. 

Albright and Walker are still in business as breeders 
and owners. And, in addition, Albright's wife, Betty, 
owns one broodmare in partnership with Dr. Tom 
Bowman. Mrs. Albright's broodmare, Ruth's Nanette, 
is a story in her own right. Purchased for only $2,500 in 
1975, the mare suddenly blossomed into a stakes pro¬ 
ducer the following year when her son. Wise Philip, 
started winning. Wise Philip ended up as a graded 
stakes winner of $407,969. But, meanwhile, the Al¬ 
brights went through trying times with the mare. 

Ruth's Nanette produced twins for five consecutive 
years after being bought by Mrs. Albright, and she has 
also been barren several times. Finally back in produc¬ 
tion, the 21-year-old mare fortunately has several 
young horses coming along: 2 and 3-year-old colts by 
Dancing Count, and a filly born this February by the 
same sire. 


Bill's wife and two grown children—Robin Albright 
Martin, 25, who works as a drug and alcohol counselor 
at Mercy Hospital; and Brian Albright, 23, a marine 
biologist—all own shares in broodmares. But the Al¬ 
brights' family life does not center around the horse 
business. The closest either of the Albright children 
came to making a career with horses was Robin, who 
showed and competed in three-day events as a teen¬ 
ager. "I certainly didn't encourage them," says Bill. 
"The only way 1 would have done that would have been 
if they were really interested." 

Unlike most farm managers, Albright has never 
lived on the farm. He and his wife built their own 
house on an acre of land next to his parents' home on 
Jarrettsville Pike, and they live next door to his 78-year- 
old mother, Viola. According to Bill, he has never re¬ 
gretted having to make the four or five-minute drive to 
Corbett. After working 12-hour days, often seven days 
a week, he treasures the change of scenery. 

"Sometimes I feel like a fixture here on this place, 
myself," he remarks. "I know every light switch, the 
location of every pipe under the ground. That's what 
you get when you've been around as long as I have." □

Smarterilla Wins Show 
Award for Hal Qagett 


Smarterilla, a colt by Smarten out of Resterilla by 
Banderilla, was ranked fifth in his class when exhib¬ 
ited by his breeder, Hal C.B. Clagett, at the 1986 Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Association yearling show. 

But the colt's achievements on the race track last year 
made him a champion—in an entirely different catego¬ 
ry* 

A stakes-placed earner of $25,185 in 1987, Smart¬ 
erilla turned out to be the top 2-year-old money-earner 
among the 119 entries in that show. Mr. Clagett, who 
sold the homebred to owner Arnold Heft last summer, 
will receive a $13,000 cash award based on his partici¬ 
pation in the MHBA yearling show. 

Each year the Maryland Fund allocates $20,000 to be 
distributed among the four participants in the show 
who earn the greatest amount of money (racing in 
North America) as 2-year-olds the following year. The 
$20,000 is divided 65 percent to first, 20 percent sec¬ 
ond, 10 percent third and 5 percent fourth. 

Prize money is paid to the person who owned the 
yearling at the time of the show. 

Runners-up in the prize distribution this year are 
Wasso Junior (a colt by Rambunctious—Wasso Wasso 
by Blood Royal), who earned $18,377 and was exhib¬ 
ited by Nick Mancuso; Boddington Gold (a colt by 
Northern Raja—All for Amy by Go Marching), 
$16,600, David P. Reynolds; and Wish It Was (filly, by 
Mokhieba—Quana by Jet Traffic), $13,372, Mary E. Ep- 
pler. Second place award is $4,000, third place $2,000 
and fourth place $1,000. 

None of the three runners-up was placed in the 
yearling show judged by Mr. and Mrs. Ernest M. Oare. 

Smarterilla, who placed second behind King's Snow 
in Pimlico's Rollicking Stakes last summer, was one of 
four yearlings exhibited by Mr. Clagett in 1986. A long¬ 
time breeder from Upper Marlboro, Mr. Clagett has 
been a staunch participant in the MHBA yearling show

over the last three decades, and has frequently gained 
recognition for his efforts. In 1982 Mr. Clagett's home¬ 
bred filly Alden's Ambition (who went on to be a multi¬ 
ple stakes winner of over $300,000) was pinned grand 
champion by judge Danny Perlsweig. 

Mr. Clagett enjoyed a banner year in 1987, in regard 
to the Maryland Fund. He was also the leading recip¬ 
ient of breeder and owner bonuses for the season. □

Registration rules 

Reminder: Requirements for reg¬ 
istration of Thoroughbred foals 
have been changed by The Jockey 
Club. All registration steps (includ¬ 
ing blood-typing and parentage 
verification) must be completed 
within 12 months of the date of foal¬ 
ing. Breeders who have not submit¬ 
ted a blue live foal report to The 
Jockey Club for 1987 foals must do 
so immediately to get the process 
started. Failure to meet this 12- 
month deadline will make it impos¬ 
sible to register foals. Live foal/no 
foal forms are available at the 
MHBA office. 

MHBA election 

Ballots for voting in the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Association's 
annual board of directors election 
are due to be mailed to the mem¬ 
bership by April 25. Results will be 
announced at the general member¬ 
ship meeting scheduled for May 17 
at Pimlico. 

Maryland-bred earnings 

Ten Maryland-breds had earn¬ 
ings of $200,000 or more during 
1987. The leader, by far, was Broad 
Brush, with $1,204,680.

Each 
MHBA breeder-owner member¬ 
ship card has embossed on it the 
member's name, association mem¬ 
bership/account number and annu¬ 
al renewal month. 

It is intended that these cards be 
used throughout the year as a con¬ 
venience when transacting any 
business with the MHBA office, for 
identification when required for 
MHBA functions, and as a re¬ 
minder of dues renewal. 

MS auction 

For the sixth year in a row, Mary¬ 
land horsepeople cooperated in a 
stallion auction to raise funds for 
the Multiple Sclerosis Society. 


A total of $21,677 was bid on stal¬ 
lion seasons donated to the auc¬ 
tion, conducted in February in the 
offices of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association. 

In a change of policy, bids were 
taken by phone, as well as by mail. 
There were 87 stallions offered in 
the 1987 fundraiser, and 37 success¬ 
ful bids. 

The drive will conclude with the 
annual "Race Against MS" lunch¬ 
eon to be held April 28 in the Triple 
Crown room at Pimlico race track. 
Honoree at this year's luncheon will 
be Mary Thomas, general manager 
of the MHBA, and one of the prin¬ 
cipal organizers of the MS stallion 
auction each year.

Ramsey leaves Pimlico 

William Ramsey, Pimlico's direc¬ 
tor of operations since 1983, left his 
position in mid-February.

Sham Say Sold For $2,000,000 


Eugene Ford and Zelma Mor¬ 
rison's undefeated 3-year-old fil¬ 
ly Sham Say was sold privately 
for $2 million this winter, by far 
the most expensive price ever 
paid for a Maryland-bred filly or 
mare. 

Ford, a relative newcomer to 
the business who purchased the 
filly as a yearling at Timonium 
for $24,000, admits to having 
mixed feelings about the deal: 
"Not being a business person 
when it comes to horses, I have a 
hard time thinking about my 
horses in terms of money. But it 
turned out to be an offer we 
couldn't pass up." 

Sham Say's purchaser is C.N. 
Ray. Founder of the company 
that manufactures Sea Ray 
boats, Ray owns 400-acre Ev¬ 
ergreen Farms near Paris, Ky., 
and campaigns horses through¬ 
out the country in the Evergreen 
Farms name. Immediately fol¬ 
lowing the transaction, in mid- 


February, Sham Say was 
shipped to New York, where she 
is being trained by William B. 
(Winky) Cocks. 

Mr. Ford said he and Mrs. 
Morrison had been pursued by 
offers from Ray since last Octo¬ 
ber. "We told him no, and he 
came back several times with 
higher figures. We refused over 
and over. Then he offered $1 mil¬ 
lion, and $1.25 million, and fi¬ 
nally after her last race (the 
$50,000 Jameela Stakes, a Mary¬ 
land Fund race at Laurel), he 
agreed to pay the $2 million." 

Sham Say, from the second 
crop of Windfields Farm stallion 
Oh Say, has made seven starts, 
including six stakes, and earned 
$225,592, while racing exclu¬ 
sively in Maryland. Four of her 
victories have been in restricted 
(Maryland-bred) races. So far 
this year she has won the 
Dancealot and Jameela Stakes. 
Her 1987 credits consist of the 


$100,000 Maryland Juvenile Filly 
Championship and the What a 
Summer, Cameo and Smart An¬ 
gle Stakes. Bred by Mr. and Mrs. 
Preston 1. Moffett, of Win¬ 
chester, Va., and foaled at Wil- 
lowdale Farm in Butler, she was 
conditioned throughout her ear¬ 
ly career by Bernie Bond, who 
recommended her to Mr. Ford at 
the 1986 Eastern Fall Yearling 
sale. 

"There was only one way 
Zelma and I could end up feeling 
bad," says Mr. Ford, offering his 
philosophy. "Now that we've 
sold her, if she ends up doing 
well, we'll be pleased. But if we 
hadn't taken the $2 million, and 
things hadn't gone right, we'd 
feel awful." 

Ford, a real estate developer 
based in Washington, D.C., 
plans to reinvest his share of the 
proceeds in broodmares and rac¬ 
ing stock.

Dance Forth 

At veterinarian Tom Bowman's 
50-acre Dance Forth Farm, near 
Chestertown on the Eastern Shore, 
there were 13 mares with foals and 
another 27 due to foal as of March 
1. Dance Forth is a close-knit family 
operation with Tommy Jr. and 
daughter Becky, both sophomores 
at nearby Washington College, 
playing major roles. They are aided 
by three younger children and Dr. 
Bowman's wife, Christina. 

"We need more room. I'm look¬ 
ing for land to expand," says Dr. 
Bowman, who has no idea of devel¬ 
oping a commercial operation. 

One of the best-known mares at 
Dance Forth farm is the multiple 
stakes winner Owned By All, who 
was recently bred to Broad Brush in 
Kentucky. Dr. Bowman and trainer 
Richard Small, who personally 
vanned Owned By All, together 
with good stakes-winning mares 
Bug Eyed Betty and Daytime 
Princess, to Broad Brush's court at 
Gainesway, are among the partners 
in Owned By All. 

(Those three mares have all sub¬ 
sequently been examined in foal. 
They were among the first to con¬ 
ceive to Broad Brush.) 

Red Oak 

Venerable—"calling forth re¬ 
spect through age, character, and 
attainments"—aptly describes the 
28-year-old stallion Rambunctious, 
who stands at Red Oak Farms in 


Darlington. His test crop—one 
horse—got to the races back in 
1966. 

In 1987 Rambunctious ranked 
17th nationally among broodmare 
sires, based on average earnings. 
Behind him were such superstars 
as Mr. Prospector, Northern 
Dancer and Raise a Native. By 
progeny earnings in 1987, Ram¬ 
bunctious was 38th leading brood¬ 
mare sire in the country. 

Rambunctious' daughter Ja- 
meela was the dam of Gulch, a Mr. 
Prospector colt who earned 
$1,297,171 in 1987. 

"We will breed Rambunctious to 
three or four mares this season," 
says Mark Herman, manager at 
Red Oak. "He is remarkable." 

Asked how he explains the stal¬ 
lion's longevity, Herman replies: 
"He has always been a well-man¬ 
nered horse—takes everything in 
stride and never gets too excited. 
Maybe that had something to do 
with it." 

Other stallions standing at Red 
Oak are Sir Ivor Again, S.S. Hot 
Sauce and Dom Menotti, a French- 
bred horse whose first crop races 
this season. 

Windfields 

About Northern Dancer, Wind- 
fields manager Joe Hickey reports: 
"He is fine except that he doesn't 
know he's retired. All in all, he has 
been pretty good about it, despite 
the activity around him." 


Hickey estimates that traffic— 
mares coming and going—will 
peak at Windfields about May 10. 
Approximately 500 mares will be 
visiting this season and at times 
there will be as many as 250 tempo- 
rarily stabled on the grounds. 
When the foaling season ends, 
about 80 mares with foals will re¬ 
main at Windfields. 

"We're particularly pleased with 
Caveat (1983 Belmont Stakes win¬ 
ner). He had six winners in his first 
crop last year and already two of 
them (Cefis and Forewarning) were 
stakes-placed in the first week of 
January," says Hickey. 

A son of Northern Dancer is also 
raising the excitement level at 
Windfields. He is Imperial Falcon, 
a 1983 foal out of Ballade who was 
sold for $8.5 million as a yearling, 
the third-highest price ever. A half- 
brother to Devil's Bag and Glorious 
Song, Imperial Falcon won two of 
three starts in Ireland before a stifle 
injury forced him into early retire¬ 
ment. 

Windfields vice-president Ric 
Waldman handpicked Imperial Fal¬ 
con's first book, including a dozen 
of the farm's own mares, in an at¬ 
tempt to insure an impressive start 
for him at stud. 

Country Life 

Adolphe Pons, who founded 
Country Life Farm, near Bel Air in 
Harford County, 55 years ago, 
would be delighted with the way 
the family operation is thriving to¬ 
day, under the direction of his sons.

Willa On the Move continued 

Willa On the Move stamped herself as one of the best 
3-year-old fillies in the state this winter, with back-to-back 
stakes victories at Laurel. 

Her three and one-half length score in the Gay Matelda 
Stakes, only the fourth outing in her career, boosted Willa 
On the Move's earnings to $87,103. Held back off the early 
pace in the mile event, Willa On the Move surged to the 
lead in the stretch and took command over the early lead¬ 
er, Empress Tigere, then easily held off a bid from runner- 
up Fat and Foxy. Empress Tigere finished third, four and a 
half lengths behind the winner in the unrestricted stakes. 
Fractions were :23V5, :46V5, 1:11 Vs and 1:3775 over a 
muddy track. 

The product of Windfields Farm sirelines—by Assert (Ire) 
out of a Tentam mare—Willa On the Move is trained by 
Leon (Lou Blue) Blusiewicz.

Parade of Roses, a 5-year-old mare who races for her 
breeder, S. Bonsai White of Monkton, gave her sire Blues 
Parade his first stakes winner when she triumphed by 
three-quarters of a length over Angelina County and 
Smart 'n Quick in Laurel's Conniver Handicap. 

Blues Parade stands at Westfield Farm in Monkton (Md.) 
for $2,000 live foal. An unraced half-brother to Cure the 
Blues (sire of 1987 Washington, D.C., International win¬ 
ner Le Glorieux-GB), Blues Parade is by Sir Ivor out of the 
Dr. Fager mare Quick Cure. Parade of Roses is from his 
first crop. Altogether, Blues Parade is the sire of nine 
winners and 17 starters from only 27 foals of racing age. 

Although Parade of Roses is something of a late bloom¬ 
er—"she was a big, tough filly who was hell to break, and 
went through all the childhood problems starting with 
bucked shins," according to Mr. White—the mare has 
p>erformed outstandingly in 1988, winning and placing a 
close second in two allowance races at Laurel just prior to 
the stakes. 

Her victory in the Conniver made her a legitimate candi¬ 
date in the Barbara Fritchie Handicap-G3, one week later. 
Parade of Roses finished out of the money in the Barbara 
Fritchie, but came back two weeks after that to place third 
behind Kerygma and In the Curl in the Miss Spin Hand¬ 
icap at Laurel. 

Mr. White, a stockbroker with Alex Brown & Sons in Bal¬ 
timore and a member of one of Maryland's oldest families, 
has traditionally concentrated more on jumpers than flat 
horses. An avid foxhunter, he has campaigned a number 
of steeplechasers with trainer Tom Voss. Parade of Roses 
is the only horse he has at the race track right now. 

The mare, whose lifetime earnings amount to $129,984, is 
out of the Olympiad King mare Best o' the West, whom 
Mr. White also bred. Best o' the West placed in two minor 
stakes as a 3-year-old in 1977 and was a winner of $7,239. 
Parade of Roses is her second foal. Her first foal, a filly of 
1980 by Diabolo, named Devil Made Me, was a winner of 
$24,400. 

Best o' the West also has a 2-year-old full sister to Parade 
of Roses. Barren for 1987, she is due to foal this spring to 
Assault Landing, and is booked back to Deputed Tes¬ 
ta mony.

Due North brought his earnings close to the $400,000 
mark when he scored by a nose in LaureTs Native Dancer 
Handicap. 

The gray gelding, who turned 6 this year and has a re¬ 
markable 62 starts behind him, is so consistent that he 
almost makes it look easy. His victory in the Native 
Dancer came at the end of a long stretch drive, during 
which he managed to hold back David L. Brooks' Enter¬ 
tain. Due North's winning margin would have been great¬ 
er if his jockey had not misjudged the finish line and 
stood up prematurely in the final yards of the race. 

Final time for the stakes was 1:49V5 over a frozen track— 
two-fifths of a second off the track record. 

In his last outing before the Native Dancer, Due North 
had been second (beaten one and three-quarters lengths) 
to Entertain in Laurel's Harrison E. Johnson Memorial 
Handicap.

Silano aired by five lengths in the one-mile Capitol Hand¬ 
icap at Laurel. 

Bred and owned and trained by the Capuano family of 
Upper Marlboro (see article on p. 26), Silano was one of 
the best 2-year-olds in the state back in 1986. He chipped 
an ankle while making his fifth start that fall, and did not 
return to his old form until several months ago. But the 
Silver Badge gelding has not finished out of the money in 
five starts since last November. He had back-to-back al¬ 
lowance wins at Laurel in late November and early De¬ 
cember, and was runner-up to Endless Surprise in the 
Chesapeake Handicap in early January. Silano's last out¬ 
ing before the Capitol Handicap was an allowance race at 
Laurel on January 30, in which he finished third (beaten 
two lengths) behind Berngoo and Gala Gold Dust in spite 
of being checked in a pocket. 

In the Capitol Handicap, Silano opposed a field of eight 
other older horses, including Rollodka, who was coming 
back from a victory in the Challedon Handicap. Rollodka, 
17-10 favorite in the Capitol, finished second to Silano, 
while Dancing Hie got up to be third. 

He came back to be fourth (to Rollodka, Diapason and 
Endless Surprise) in the J. Edgar Hoover Handicap at 
Pimlico in early March. 

Silano's 21 lifetime starts have resulted in earnings of 
$171,262.

Homebuilder's dazzling performance at Tampa Bay 
Downs this winter raised all sorts of hopes for the colt's 
4-year-old campaign. A Ryehill Farm homebred, and 
grandson of Jim Ryan's foundation mare Smartaire, 
Homebuilder proved his class over and over again last 
season, placing in a total of six graded stakes. But he 
managed to win only two races—a relatively minor stakes 
at Pimlico and an overnight handicap at Aqueduct. 

In the Tampa Bay Budweiser Breeders' Cup—only his sec¬ 
ond start in 1988—Homebuilder came back like a much 
more mature runner. He equaled the track record of 
1:43^5 for a mile and a sixteenth while winning the race. 
Coming from behind on the final turn. Homebuilder 
scored by four and one-quarter lengths, defeating Trail 
Topsider and Sunny Prospector. 

The third leading Maryland-bred money earner in 1987, 
with $414,719 amassed in 21 starts. Homebuilder was giv¬ 
en a well-earned rest in December and January, and re¬ 
turned "ready to fire," in the words of Ryehill Farm man¬ 
ager Dean Schneider. His first outing this year was an 
allowance race on the turf at Gulfstream Park on February 
13, in which he finished well out of the money. That race 
was considered a tune-up for the stakes. 

Smart Heiress, dam of Homebuilder, is a half-sister to the 
great Ryehill-breds Smart Angle (champion 2-year-old fil¬ 
ly in 1979), Smarten (graded stakes winner and top Mary¬ 
land-based sire) and Quadratic (graded stakes winner 
and sire). Smart Heiress, who is by * Vaguely Noble, won 
several stakes herself and earned $154,999. Homebuilder 
is her first foal.

Gordon Keys, a small-scale breeder from Olney (Md.), 
got one of the all-time great deals of his life when he paid 
$5,200 to purchase the broodmare La Jolie (in foal to John 
Alden) at the 1983 Maryland Winter Mixed sale. 

La Jolie's first foal, a newly-turned yearling at the time, 
broke his maiden in a stakes two winters later, and went 
on to be a local star. Sparrowvon (by John Alden out of La 


Jolie), a multiple stakes winner of almost $350,000, was 
Maryland's champion older runner in 1986. 

Now, five years after bringing La Jolie home from Ti- 
monium. Keys is reaping another set of rewards. Likely 
Passage—the foal La Jolie was carrying when Mr. Keys 
bought her—recently won her first stakes race at the age 
of 5. Likely Passage, who was sold by Mr. Keys' Oatland 
Farm at the 1985 Maryland Sales Agency Two-Year-Olds 
in Training sale for $20,000, is La Jolie's only other foal to 
race. She is also the first stakes winner ever bred by Keys. 

La Jolie has a 3-year-old Mokhieba filly named Hi High 
Hopes, whom Mr. Keys sold privately to Scott Wells late 
last year, and a yearling full sister to Likely Passage and 
Sparrowvon, still owned by Keys. She was bred back to 
John Alden for 1988, but slipped. Only 10 years old. La 
Jolie is in excellent health, reports the breeder, and will be 
returned to either Oh Say or John Alden this year. 

John Alden, who stands at Bonita Farm in Darlington for a 
$7,500 live foal fee, was credited with his fifth stakes win¬ 
ner when Likely Passage scored her upset victory in the 
Virginia Belle Handicap at Laurel. A longshot at 14-1, the 
mare figured prominently from the start and drew off in 
the stretch to win by a clear, two and one-quarter length 
margin over frontrunner Mine Tonight. Veterans Smart 'n 
Quick and Scotch Heather were among the also-rans. 

Likely Passage earned stakes brackets in the colors of 
owner Glenn Lane, who claimed her at Laurel last No¬ 
vember for $18,500. She had raced throughout her early 
career for Lou Nichols, who purchased her from Keys at 
the two-year-olds in training auction. 

Likely Passage finished a rallying fourth (beaten two and 
three-quarters lengths) behind Parade of Roses, Angelina 
County and Smart 'n Quick in the seven-furlong Conniv- 
er Handicap three weeks before being stretched out to go 
the longer route in the mile and one-eighth Virginia Belle. 
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Improvements at Bowie 
In Early Planning Stage 


With the current boom in Maryland racing, the 
future is looking better and better for local horsemen. 
One of the most exciting prospects, particularly for 
horsemen in Southern Maryland, is the proposed re¬ 
modeling—and expansion—of the Bowie Training 
Center.

Although Maryland track owners emphasize that 
plans are still in the early stages, progress is being 
made in that direction, according to Pimlico/Laurel 
vice-president Bob Manfuso. Ultimately, Bowie could 
become a training facility "beyond anything else on the 
East Coast," said Manfuso. 

Bowie, which shut down as a racing plant in 1985, is 
still an extremely active place, housing close to 1,000 
horses, many of whom are regularly shipped out to 
race at Laurel and Pimlico. 

The question of whether to phase out the stabling at 
Bowie (which is owned by the other two tracks)—and 
concentrate on building up more elaborate facilities 
somewhere else—was put to an independent consul¬ 
tant several months ago, explained Manfuso. "We had 
a man come up from Kentucky (Francis Scott, of Scott, 
Klausing and Cornette, Inc., in LaGrange, Ky.) to eval¬ 
uate all of the tracks. He strongly recommended ex¬ 
panding what we already have at Bowie." 

Possible new features at the Bowie Training Center 
could include a turf gallop and swimming pool, and 
the track operators would expect to offer longer train¬ 
ing hours, Manfuso said. "We want to develop a facili¬ 
ty that would encourage people to want to be at Bow¬ 
ie—whereas some trainers now look upon it as being 
sent to Siberia." 


While track management prepares to juggle the cap¬ 
ital expenditures involved in the project. Prince 
Georges County is already about to begin construction 
on a covered bridge that will make it possible for horses 
to get to the race track without having to cross Race 
Track Road. The road dividing Bowie's Queenstown 


New operations chief at Bowie Training Center is 
Dan Robertson, who succeeded A1 Karwacki as top man. 
His main concerns are safety and track maintenance. 
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stable area and the main race track has been a hazard, 
and major drawback to training at Bowie, for years. 
The bridge, by itself, will be a major improvement. 
Funds for constructing the bridge are coming from 
revenue that was collected at Bowie when the track was 
in operation. 

Overseeing day-to-day activities at the training cen¬ 
ter is Dan Robertson, a 52-year-old retired commander 
with the Prince Georges County police department. 
Robertson succeeded A1 Karwacki as the top man at 
Bowie last January 1. He had served as an assistant to 
Karwacki since 1979. Karwacki, whose expertise is in 
race track management, left to become a consultant at 
Rosecroft Standardbred track when his contract ex¬ 
pired. 

Robertson's job is different from the role played by 
Karwacki. An operations chief—rather than an admin¬ 
istrator—Robertson relishes the task of running the 
training center. "I view it as a landlord/tenant relation¬ 
ship," he said. "I'm the landlord, on behalf of the own¬ 
ers, and the horsemen are the tenants." Robertson's 
major concerns, next to keeping up the track surface, 
are health and safety on the backstretch. 

A popular figure among horsemen stabled at Bow¬ 
ie—as was Karwacki—Robertson is eagerly anticipat¬ 
ing the growth of the training center. □

Cary W. Jackson Jr. 

Cary W. Jackson Jr., the owner of 
an overseas investment firm based 
in Baltimore and member of one of 
Maryland's most prominent fami¬ 
lies of horsemen, died February 27 
of a heart ailment at Johns Hopkins 
Hospital. He was 43. 

Mr. Jackson was a graduate of 
Gilman School, where he was a re¬ 
cipient of the Blanchard award for 
scholastic achievement. He gradu¬ 
ated from Trinity College in 1967 
and entered the Navy, where he 
served on a destroyer based in Nor¬ 
folk, Va. After military service, he 
attended graduate school at Tufts 
University, on a scholarship, and 
earned a master's degree in govern¬ 
ment and diplomacy. 

In the mid-1970s, Mr. Jackson 
began working for Chase Manhat¬ 
tan Bank, joining the bank through 
a training program and working his 
way up to a vice-presidency. He 
specialized in the oil loan division. 

After five years he left Chase 
Manhattan to join Chemical Bank, 
where he was a vice-president and 
headed the ship lending division in 
the Far East. He was stationed in 
Hong Kong from 1981 to 1986. 

In 1986, Mr. Jackson returned to 
Baltimore to set up his own compa¬ 
ny, Jackson Ventures International, 
which specializes in overseas in¬ 
vestment. He was also vice-presi¬ 
dent of C.W. Jackson Construction 
and Development Co., a family- 
owned firm. 

The son of Cary W. Jackson and 
the late Charlotte Smythe Jackson, 
he grew up at Edgehill Farm, the 
family's estate in Glyndon. Mr. 
Jackson foxhunted throughout his 


youth, and rode in one point-to- 
point race. At the time of his death, 
he owned a (flat) race horse in part¬ 
nership with his brother. The great¬ 
est thrill of his life, he often told 
people, was "being led astray in 
Paris by Peter Winants, Charles 
Reeves and Tommy Smith the night 
before Jay Trump finished second at 
Auteuil." 

Mr. Jackson is survived by his fa¬ 
ther, who now resides in Oxford, 
Pa.; three sisters, Elinor Lloyd of 
Los Angeles, Catherine B. Jackson 
of Boston and Lila Jackson of Glyn¬ 
don; a brother, Taylor Jackson of 
Fair Hill; and both grandmothers, 
Mrs. Henry Lloyd Smythe of Cor¬ 
pus Christi, Tex., and Mrs. V. 
Kemp Jackson of Baltimore. 

Wade Sweeney 

Wade Sweeney, 74, a respected 
horseman in this state for many 
years, died February 19 at his 
daughter's home in Marietta, Ga., 
following a massive stroke. 

A quiet and unassuming man 
who was known for his great un¬ 
derstanding and talent in handling 
horses, Sweeney was a longtime 
employee of Harry A. Love and lat¬ 
er David L. Brooks. Throughout his 
career he groomed and showed a 
number of yearlings for select auc¬ 
tion sales. 

Sweeney is survived by his 97- 
year-old mother, Mrs. Mary 
Sweeney, of Silver Spring (Md.); his 
daughter, Barbara Bock; two sons, 
Wade Sweeney Jr., of New Freedom 
(Pa.) and Ernest Sweeney of Hamp¬ 
stead (Md.) and a brother, Harry 
Sweeney.

Dorothy Montgomery 

Dorothy Ford Montgomery, 85, a 
Maryland native who taught riding 
for many years at her home in Mar- 
shallton (Pa.), died February 12 at 
Crosslands, a residential commu¬ 
nity for the elderly in Kennett 
Square, Pa. 

Credited with having founded 
the first women's polo team in Bal¬ 
timore, Mrs. Montgomery was the 
author of a book. The Essentials of 
Horsemanship. 

Mrs. Montgomery was born in 
Baltimore, where her father. Dr. 
William Webber Ford, was a pro¬ 
fessor of bacteriology at the Johns 
Hopkins University School of Hy¬ 
giene and Public Health. Her moth¬ 
er was a local artist, the former 
Louisa Wright Neilson, and Mrs. 
Montgomery went on to become an 
accomplished artist in her own 
right. 

After receiving her bachelor of 
science degree from the Johns Hop¬ 
kins University in 1923, she at¬ 
tended the Philadelphia School of 
Industrial Art and the Academy of 
Fine Arts, also in Philadelphia. 

Mrs. Montgomery spent most of 
her life in Marshall ton. Pa., where 
she had her own art studio. She 
taught art at the Westchester 
Friends School, the Upland Coun¬ 
try Day School and the Valley Forge 
Hospital. 

During the 1950s, she developed 
a product known as Modoclay, a 
self-hardening clay which came to 
be widely used by sculptors. 
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She won several awards for her 
paintings and sculptures and was 
on the executive committee for the 
Chester County Art Association. 

She and her husband, the late 
Sidney Montgomery, a tree sur¬ 
geon, were married in the 1930s. 
Mr. Montgomery died in 1982. 

Mrs. Montgomery is survived by 
her sister, Margo Ford Johansen of 
Montreal. 


Aubrey Lawrence 

Aubrey Lawrence, a Richmond 
(Va.) businessman who was active 
as an owner and breeder in Mary¬ 
land for some 50 years, died in De¬ 
cember at the age of 92. 

The owner of various companies 
in the Richmond area, including a 
car dealership and apartment com¬ 
plex, Mr. Lawrence continued to 
work until several weeks before his 
death. 

Although he sold his last horse 
in 1986, he still visited the race 
tracks as a fan. In his heyday as an 
owner, Mr. Lawrence had as many 
as 25 horses at one time. He 
boarded much of his stock at Wind- 
fields Farm, or with his trainer, 
Charlie Lewis. 

Mr. Lawrence is survived by his 
wife, Christine B. Lawrence; four 
children, Walter L. Lawrence, 
Frances L. Poates, Helen L. Knox 
and Anne L. Knox, all of Rich¬ 
mond; and many grandchildren 
and great-grandchildren. 

Robert E. Lee Jr. 

Robert Edwards (Bobby) Lee Jr., 
a long-active owner of race horses 
and former executive with Genstar, 
Inc., died of an apparent heart at¬ 
tack on February 20, while on vaca¬ 
tion in Del Ray Beach, Fla. He was 
62. 

Born July 4,1926, Lee grew up in 
the Towson area, and was a gradu¬ 
ate of Towson Senior High School. 
He enlisted in the Navy right after 
his graduation from high school. 


and went on to serve as a gunner/ 
navigator in the South Pacific dur¬ 
ing World War II. Later he attended 
St. Mary's College in Emmitsburg. 

Lee rose to be the general man¬ 
ager of the package materials divi¬ 
sion of Genstar during a 35-year ca¬ 
reer with the sand and gravel 
company originally owned and de¬ 
veloped by the Campbell family, in 
Texas, Md. 

A lifelong racing fan, Lee owned 
horses from the 1950s up until 
1986. His most successful runner 
was Joey Binder, a hard-knocking 
gelding who raced in the 
mid-1960s. 

Lee, who made his home in New 
Freedom (Pa.), is survived by his 
wife, the former Charlotte Snider; a 
son, Robert E. Lee III of Towson; 
two daughters, Linda Jean Lee of 
Annapolis and Robin Gale Lawson 
of Bethesda; and two sisters, Ruth 
Ann Roberts of Chicago, Ill., and 
Doris Virginia Scheller of Bal¬ 
timore.

Timber Prospects Set 
Sights on Himt Cup

///^ 

V^ome January and February, everybody's got a 
Maryland Hunt Cup horse in his barn; come April, you 
just don't know," observes Hall of Fame steeplechase 
trainer Mike Smithwick. 

Nevertheless, prospects look bright for the spring of 
1988. 

In Smithwick's stable, the prime candidate for 
Maryland's timber races is Irvin Naylor's Irish import 
Nickle Moppett. 

Last year, at age 51, Naylor planned a determined 
assault on the Maryland Hunt Cup, a lifelong goal 
never attained, although Naylor had ridden and won 
numerous other timber contests in his racing career. 

He started the season with a third place at Howard 
County on his veteran campaigner and alternate 
Maryland Hunt Cup prospect Hamid; won at Elkridge- 
Harford on Nickle Moppett; hunted Hamid carefully 
around the My Lady's Manor course; then fell in the 
Murray Memorial at Butler on Nickle Moppett the next 
week. Naylor made his choice: Hamid, the experi¬ 
enced timber horse, over Nickle Moppett, the English 
steeplechaser. 

Unfortunately, Hamid developed a leg problem just 
before the Hunt Cup, and Naylor's plans were aborted. 

This year Hamid is retired with a hunting injury. 
Nickle Moppett, trained by Smithwick, is Naylor's al¬ 
ternate number one, and alternate number two is a 
new acquisition, Probon, being conditioned by Louis 
(Paddy) Neilson III in Unionville, Pa. 


1 robon, also Irish-bred, ran last year in Maryland 
in the colors of English banker Broderick Munro-Wil- 
son, who also brought three-time Maryland Hunt Cup 
winner Cancottage to this country. 

The bright chestnut, now 11 as is Nickle Moppett, 
was fifth with Paddy Neilson riding in the John Rush 
Streett Memorial, then fell in the Murray Memorial 
with Munro-Wilson up. Munro-Wilson chose his oth¬ 
er possibility. Talon, for the 1987 Maryland Hunt Cup, 
while Neilson piloted Probon. 

Ironically, Probon, who had run on after losing his 
rider and caused Neilson to fall on The Guinea Man 
(also owned by Munro-Wilson) the week before, was 
driven out at the 13th fence of the Maryland Hunt Cup 
by a loose horse. 

"Win, lose or draw, this is the last year I'll take a shot 
(at the Maryland Hunt Cup)," says Naylor. "I have two 
good, strong prospects. Nickle Moppett is a hard horse 
to hunt, but he can jump the moon. On the other 
hand, Probon is more of a known quantity; last year, 
he made it to the 13th fence with no problems. 

"I've had another set of silks made just in case they 
can both go," Naylor continues enthusiastically. "We'll 
toss a coin, and I'll ride one and Paddy will ride the 
other." 


P addy Neilson, who has given up the brokerage 
business for training jumpers full-time, also has Talon 
and The Guinea Man slated for the spring events. 
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"The Guinea Man is really better over the smaller 
fences/' explains Neilson, "so I don't see him as a 
Maryland Hunt Cup starter. Talon, however, is defi¬ 
nitely headed in that direction." 

In 1987, Neilson rode Talon to victory at Elkridge- 
Harford, and owner Munro-Wilson finished a distant 
third on the now 13-year-old in both the Grand Nation¬ 
al and the Maryland Hunt Cup. 

Munro-Wilson has spent this winter competing on 
his other runners in the English point-to-points and is 
expected to arrive in the United States in fit condition 
to ride Talon in the Grand National and the Hunt Cup. 

Well -known trainer/jockey Charles Fenwick Jr., 
winning rider aboard Arthur Arundel's Sugar Bee in 
1987 as well as four previous Maryland Hunt Cup vic¬ 
tors, promises to be in the running. 

Sugar Bee is out for the spring with an injury, but 
Fenwick will be hoping to equal Mike Smith wick's rec¬ 
ord of six winning Maryland Hunt Cup rides with 
Mrs. Wallace Lanahan Jr.'s Local Kid. 

Local Kid, a powerful, elegant brown 7-year-old, 
was a stakes-winning hurdle horse before converting 
to timber in the fall of 1986. He won four straight over 
the wooden obstacles, including the 1987 Grand Na¬ 
tional, before a fall in the Virginia Gold Cup ended that 
streak. 

The Lanahan name is a familiar one in American 
timber racing circles. Nine times from 1919 to 1931 
Wallace Lanahan Sr. sent out Maryland Hunt Cup 
starters, once riding himself. The closest he came to 
winning the trophy was seconds in 1928 and '29 with 
Reel Foot. More recently, Lanahan Jr. had great success 
with Sam Son of a Gun, Timber Horse of the Year in 
1981 and winner of the Virginia Gold Cup, the New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania Hunt Cups (each twice), and 
four My Lady's Manor races. 

In addition, Charlie Fenwick plans to ride as well as 
train four more timber horses: his father's Family, win¬ 
ner of the 1987 Murray Memorial, and first-time start¬ 
ers over timber Dynamite, Approaching and King 
Charming. At this point, however, none of these is 
aimed for the Maryland Hunt Cup. 

]\^arylanders will also be rooting for local amateur 
Gerry Brewster, who finished second in the 1986 
Maryland Hunt Cup on his own Balantic. The pair fell 
in the 1987 renewal and Balantic suffered a tendon 
injury at Fair Hill in September which will sideline him 
for the spring. 

However, Brewster is extremely high on Beat a Path, 
an 11-year-old Run the Gantlet gelding which he owns 
in partnership with Andy Obrecht. 


In 1987, Beat a Path, trained by Toinette Jackson, 
was second on the flat at Butler, second in the Fox- 
catcher point-to-point maiden timber and third in the 
maiden timber on Virginia Gold Cup day. 

"Then at Radnor, we crashed the second-to-last 
fence, and he broke a bone in his right hind ankle," 
says Brewster. "Amazingly, there was no tissue dam¬ 
age. The Delaware Equine Center screwed the leg to¬ 
gether, and the horse has hunted hard all fall and win¬ 
ter with absolutely no difficulty. We're ready to go." 

Brewster, from a family with a long political tradi¬ 
tion as well as Maryland Hunt Cup history, will be 
busy in that department this spring, having won a spot 
at the Democratic Convention representing Baltimore 
County's second congressional district. 

Joe Gillet of Monkton is yet another favorite son 
with designs on the silver tankard. His mount. Delu¬ 
sion, a 7-year-old by Magic Banner, ran over hurdles in 
1987, winning point-to-points at Warrenton (Va.) and 
Marlborough, and finishing in the money at Fair Hill 
and Great Meadow. 

"However, we had planned to run him over timber 
from the beginning," says Gillet, who owns the horse 
jointly with his mother and stepfather, Mr. and Mrs. 
John Schapiro, and his uncle, former U.S. Senator Jo¬ 
seph Tydings. "I've hunted him all winter and we ex¬ 
pect to start at Elkridge-Harford. We're excited about 
him—and I'd love to run him in the Hunt Cup—but 
we'll just have to see how it goes." 

The competitors from Pennsylvania, experienced 
over their big-fence hunting country, are a perennial 
Maryland Hunt Cup threat. This year is no exception. 

In 1987, Jock Hannum posted a close second place 
on his mother's gallant gelding Our Climber. Nev¬ 
ertheless, the Pennsylvania attorney declared at that 
time that he would retire and pass the silks to his teen- 
aged son, Jeb. (Both are formally John B. Hannum.) 

"I will now assume the duties as my mother's assis¬ 
tant trainer," claims the elder Hannum, seemingly 
without regret. "I will happily attend all the pre-race 
luncheons, instead of starving to make 165 pounds." 

Jeb Hannum is an 18-year-old senior at Lawrence- 
ville Prep in New Jersey. An avid foxhunter with Mr. 
Stewart's Cheshire Foxhounds where his grand¬ 
mother Hannum is MFH, Jeb has also spent the last 
four summers working for leading NSHA trainer Jon¬ 
athan Sheppard. 

"It isn't often that a young rider can start out on a 
horse the quality of Climber," explains Jock Hannum. 
"We wanted Jeb to have that opportunity. 

"Climber (now 12) has had some soundness prob¬ 
lems over the years, but he's looking good now. We'll

start at Andrews Bridge or Cheshire (Pennsylvania 
point-to-points), and then take it one at a time. But our 
sights are absolutely set on the Maryland Hunt Cup." 

Mrs. John B. Hannum Sr. has a further possibility in 
her ^Mystic II gelding. Locust Grove. A winner over 
hurdles but now converted to timber, this 9-year-old 
will be ridden by Jock's brother, R.P.S. (Buzz) Hann¬ 
um, winning Maryland Hunt Cup jockey in 1970, '73 
and '76. 

Not far across the Pennsylvania countryside from 
the Hannums lies Mr. and Mrs. Philip Fanning's Fox- 
brook Farm. Phil Fanning won the 1958 Maryland 
Hunt Cup on Ned's Flying. Jill Fanning trained Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup champion (1980, '81, '83) Cancottage, 
owned by her mother, Mrs. Miles Valentine. She also 
bred the 1984 Maryland Hunt Cup victor Bewley's Hill 
(^Mystic II—Miss Milt by Mr. Milt), owned by Mrs. 
Dixon Stroud. 

Last year, the Fanning hopes were pinned on Bew¬ 
ley's Hill's younger brother, Onamystic. Ridden by 
William Meister, the 8-year-old won the Manor race by 
ten lengths, but fell in the lead at the third fence of the 
Maryland Hunt Cup. Undaunted, the handsome bay 
placed second the next week in the Virginia Gold Cup. 

"Onamystic will run this year, but right now I don't 
see him as a Hunt Cup prospect," says Jill Fanning. 
"My hope there is Freeman's Hill. He's coming back 
from two bowed tendons and a two-year lay-off. Billy 
Meister will ride both of them." 

The middle brother between Onamystic and Bew¬ 
ley's Hill, 10-year-old Freeman's Hill won both the John 
Rush Streett Memorial and the Grand National in 
1984, prior to his injury. Returning in the fall of 1987 in 
striking form, the Fanning homebred bested good 
company to win the three and a quarter-mile New 
Jersey and the four-mile Pennsylvania Hunt Cups. 


Second to Freeman's Hill in the Pennsylvania Hunt 
Cup was Tom Bob, owned by Jill Fanning's daughter 
Joy and her husband Rusty Carrier. 

The Carriers (Joy, the rider on Cancottage, was the 
first woman to win the Maryland Hunt Cup) pur¬ 
chased and named Tom Bob (a foal of 1979 by Proverb 
out of Calamity Jane) in Ireland as an unbroken 4-year- 
old. 

"We've always thought of him as a Maryland Hunt 
Cup horse," says Rusty Carrier, "but he's a big dummy 
and it's taken him this long to get it all together. Frank 
Chapot (Olympic show jumping rider) has been 
schooling the horse over five-foot fences with ease, so 1 
think Tom Bob will be able to jump around." 

As luck would have it, Joy Carrier, recovered from a 
bad fall at Fair Hill in June, injured her knee in a Janu¬ 
ary skiing accident. 

"Jay Meister will get the ride on Tom Bob," quipped 
Rusty Carrier. "Meanwhile, Joy is great at cleaning 
tack." 

One more vowed Maryland Hunt Cup contender 
from Pennsylvania is William O'Neill's 15-year-old 
Berny's Shali, ridden and trained by Douglas King. 
Following a victory in the heavyweight race at the Fox- 
catcher point-to-point, the brown gelding set a strong 
pace in the 1987 Maryland Hunt Cup until the 12th 
fence, when he pecked on landing and unseated King. 
Galloping down to the formidable 13th on his own, 
Berny's Shali elected to retire at that juncture, unfor¬ 
tunately refusing directly in the path of Paddy Neilson 
on Probon, causing that pair to pull up to avoid a crash. 

Uninjured, King and Berny's Shali came home win¬ 
ners the next week at the Winterthur (Del.) point-to- 
point. 

The ten horses described here are the ones commit¬ 
ted early on, but one of the eternal thrills of racing is 
that of the unexpected. Also in training are the likes of 
Lisa Stroud's Bewley's Hill, Jack Griswold's The Hard 
Word, Henderson Dorsey's Stephanie's Peanut, Eva 
Dahlgren's Ahwaz, Thomas Ashbridge's Double Spar¬ 
kle, Doug Worrall's Double Vested and Dictionary, Pad¬ 
dy Neilson's Otsego, Liz McKnight's Falcon's Glen, 
Doug King's Runnymede—and, as always, the as-yet 
unknowns. □ 
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Potomac Introduces 
New Course in May

After a year's hiatus, the Potomac point-to-point 
races will resume this spring with some major innova¬ 
tions. 

First, and most obvious, is the lovely new race 
course at the corner of Partnership and River Roads, 12 
miles from the Capitol Beltway, 1-495. 

Second is a purse structure for the races: prize mon¬ 
ey of $15-25,000 to be offered for seven of the ten races. 
(The owner/rider timber and the junior races will con¬ 
tinue to award trophies only.) 

And, third, the Potomac Races will be run on Sun¬ 
day, May 15, as part of "Preakness Celebration," a 
statewide series of galas, extravaganzas and sporting 
events aimed at promoting the Preakness Stakes and 
Maryland's horse racing industry. 

"My enthusiasm builds each time we work on the 
course," exclaims longtime Potomac Hunt member 


Austin Kiplinger, who owns the farm where the new 
course is located. 

"For nearly two years now, we've been grooming 
the site. With work parties every weekend, we've reju¬ 
venated our members' spirits. The camaraderie is a 
grand thing to see." 

The Potomac Hunt traces its heritage back to 1828 
when the Washington Hunt was organized by the Brit¬ 
ish Minister, Sir Charles Vaughn. At that point, the 
kennels were located at the corner of 14th Street and 
Pennsylvania Avenue in what is today downtown 
Washington, D.C. The foxhunting country stretched 
from Rock Creek on the west, past the U.S. Capitol and 
east to the intersection of Florida and New York Ave¬ 
nues. 

Pressed by urbanization, the club moved to Chevy 
Chase, then Rock Creek Park, and then Montgomery 
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Potomac Races continued

County, where it was formally recognized as the Po¬ 
tomac Hunt by the Masters of Foxhounds Association 
in 1931. This country centered on the extensive farm¬ 
land and woods surrounding the then-sleepy village of 
Potomac, Md. 

Shortly after the end of WWII, the foxhunters initi¬ 
ated racing over fences. 

'The first races were 'old fashioned' events solely 
for our members," says Irvin (Skip) Crawford, current 
Joint-MFH of Potomac. "Then, the club organized a 
race meet that was conducted at Ray Norton Sr.'s River 
Oaks farm for about ten years or so. F. Moran Mc- 
Conihe and federal judge Richmond Keech, along 
with Mr. Norton, were instrumental in getting it all 
started. 

"When we became part of the Seven Corners series 
with the Virginia jumping races in the early '60s, Po¬ 
tomac built a new course on Tom Dowd's Belvedere 
Farm. Bobby Fenwick (steeplechase trainer and Green 
Spring MFH) helped with the design. The Potomac 
Races ran there until 1986, when the housing develop¬ 
ments closed us out." 

Six years earlier, in 1980, Potomac Hunt had moved 
its kennels to their present quarters in upper Mont¬ 
gomery County near Barnesville. They also began the 
search for a new place to conduct the races. 

"It was a traumatic time for us, the end of an era," 
remembers Crawford. "But it made sense to move the 
club to where we were actually hunting. We needed to 
establish the continuity and the close relationship with 
the farmers and landowners which is crucial to the 
success of foxhunting.

"Knowing that Belvedere would be developed, we 
started scouting our foxhunting country for the perfect 
location for the races." 

"I was riding on my west farm one day, checking my 
corn crop," adds Austin Kiplinger. "I suddenly real¬ 
ized that that whole hillside was visible from Partner¬ 
ship Road. I immediately called Skip and Peter (Hitch¬ 
en, Joint-MFH) and Bud Gosnell (Clarence Gosnell Jr., 
owner of Belvedere Farm) to take a look. 

"Roger Haller, the well-known combined training 
course designer, came down from Gladstone, N.J., to 
help our pony club (Seneca Valley) lay out their new 
cross-country course, also on my farm. Haller declared 
that the site was one of the best natural race courses 
he'd ever seen." 

Final choice of the site launched a year of removing 
trees, grading, putting in culverts and drain fields, 
planting permanent turf and constructing hundreds of 
feet of perimeter fence and timber jumps. 

What is termed the inner track, over which the 
brush and flat races will be run, is approximately 
seven-eighths of a mile (4,900 feet), to be interspersed 
with six obstacles. For the hurdle events, Potomac will 
use standard plastic National fences which they will 
rent from the Great Meadow Foundation in Virginia. 

1 he outer timber course is 6,300 feet in circum¬ 
ference with ten permanent jumps. Seven are sloping 
stacked rails with a groundline of brush on the take-off 
side; three are straight-up post-and-rail line fences. All 
measure about 3 feet, 6 inches in height. 

"Our watchword was to accomplish whatever was 
necessary to assure the best course possible," explains 
Crawford. "We tried to lean toward the safest course, 
combined with the best spectator view. 

"Don Yovanovich, Doug Worrall and Speedy Smith- 
wick (experienced steeplechase trainers and jockeys) 
came to look over what we had in mind. The most- 
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voiced consideration was to have no sharp curves. 
We're really pleased with the sweep of our course. We 
had the space to make our turns the way we want 
them." 

For the spectator, the course will be equally reward¬ 
ing. Race day has been organized around color-coded 
passes which will allow access through four separate 
gates, designed to eliminate long lines waiting to get 
in. With extensive parking along the perimeter of the 
course, the crowd will be able to see almost every fence 
from their cars, chicken leg in hand. 

Party tents and corporate sponsorship will also be 
part of the Potomac scene. 

"Potomac Races are one of our premier events," 
states Andrew Robinson, executive director of Preak- 
ness Celebration. 

"We approached Potomac to be part of our festivi¬ 
ties, and in turn we will help sell sponsorship pack¬ 
ages. We also agreed to guarantee the purses for at 
least the three feature races." 

Changing Times magazine. Sovran Bank, the Mary¬ 
land Jockey Club, Rockville Crushed Stone and Mary¬ 
land National Bank are among the sponsors who 
signed on early. In addition, two-thirds of the front- 


row spectator parking was sold out by March 1, before 
invitations to subscribe were even in the mail. 

"The most overwhelming factor to me is the huge 
amount of work, time and equipment that people have 
volunteered," says Skip Crawford. "We have about 100 
hunting members and 50 social members. They have 
built 3,300 feet of fence, contributed money to build 
each timber fence, contributed lumber, and built the 
announcer's stand themselves. Even the local farmers 
would come along with their tractors and equipment 
when we needed help—and it's really been a lot of fun. 

"Of course, we're very excited about being part of 
Preakness Celebration, but our primary goal is to have 
a nice steeplechase day for the people in our commu¬ 
nity to enjoy—and we're determined to put on a race 
meet that will please the steeplechase owners, riders 
and trainers. We realize that there will be the inevitable 
shakedowns, but we're confident that we're ready." □

waged on all sides. It is well for 
racing executives to remember 
that nothing brings to their 
courses a higher type of 
sportsman than does a good 
'chasing programme, unless it be 
a single high class stakes event." 

■ Two series, with monthly 
installments promised in future 
issues, were initiated in the April 
1938 magazine. A photographic 
series featuring Maryland 
stallions began with 
Swashbuckler, Janon Fisher's son 
of Canter—Binnacle by Man o' 
War, who was shown in the 
capable hands of Walter Tyndall. 
(When Tyndall died in 1972 he 
had groomed six Maryland Hunt 
Cup winners during his 43 years 
with the Fisher family.) 

An article on the Percheron, 
"numerically the strongest of our 
draft breeds," led off a series on 
the breeds of the horse to be 
found in Maryland. It was to be 
followed by commentary on the 
Thoroughbred.

■ Pictured on the cover were 
youthful rider Tom Mott Jr. and 
the 7-year-old mare Dorette, on 
whom he had won the Redland 
Challenge Cup old-fashioned 
point-to-point in Montgomery 
County. The 16-year-old also rode 
Dorette to victory in the Riding 
and Hunt point-to-point at 
Potomac a few weeks earlier.

■ The Maryland Horse 
reassured readers concerned 
about the future of steeplechasing 
at Pimlico, where the infield had 
been torn up during the removal 
of its famous "Old Hilltop:"

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30 Years Ago... 

■ Jack S. Kelly's Deack Duncan, 
winner of the Governor's Gold 
Cup at Bowie, made the cover of 
Maryland Horse. Bred by A.J. 
Rooney, the gelded son of ’^High 
Bandit had been claimed by Kelly 
from Rooney's Shamrock Stable 
the previous May. Also trained by 
KeDy, Deack Duncan upset the 
favored Washington by three and 
one-half lengths in the Governor's 
Gold Cup. 

■ Alfred G. VanderbUt's 1958 
racing stable comprised about 30 
horses, 18 of them 2-year-olds, 
including five from the first crop 
of Sagamore's great gray 
champion Native Dancer. 

With his usual flair, Vanderbilt 
had chosen the following names 
for his potential stars: Missionary 
Stew (out of Buffet Supper); 
Native Quarter (When in Rome); 
Native Talent (Next Move); Dance 
All Night (Plucky Maid); and Sit 
This Out (Sitting Duck). 

■ Three-year-old Movitave scored 
her second stakes win of the year 
in as many tries with a victory in 
the Barbara Fritchie Handicap 
over a field of older fillies and 
mares. Movitave crossed the wire 
a length ahead of Gay Warbler, 
with Derry third. Owned by John 
T. Sadler and Irwin Grinsfelder's 
Knollwood Stable, Movitave was 
foaled at Sadler's Ashleigh Farm 
in Cockeysville (Md.). 

■ Announcement of the first 
running of the Maryland Derby 
was made jointly by John D. 
Schapiro, Laurel president, and 
John P. Pons, president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association. The mile and one- 
sixteenth race, restricted to 
Maryland-breds, was to have a 
purse of $15,000 added and be 
run at Laurel in early May. 


■ The Maryland Horse 
observed that "the horses of Mrs. 
Ethel D. Jacobs return to win 
stakes at Bowie each year with 
almost the same precision and 
timing practiced by Capistrano's 
swallows." Jacobs' 7-year-old 
Paper Tiger gave weight to the 
eight other starters and still drew 
clear to win the Bowie Handicap 
by two lengths over Mr. Turf. This 
marked the fourth time that a 
Hirsch Jacobs trainee had won the 
Bowie Handicap. 


10 Years Ago... 

■ Potomac (Md.) resident Kimball 
C. Firestone—a relative newcomer 
to the horse business—made 
headlines with the purchase of 20 
yearlings at a special Fasig-Tipton 
auction in New York. Bred and 
raised by Windfields Farm, the 
yearlings were offered as a 
package, with an $80,000 reserve. 
Firestone's successful bid was 
$89,000. 

Well aware that he was buying 
Windfields' 20 least expensive 
yearlings (the farm sold 85 
yearlings in 1977 for $4,207,100, 
an average price of $49,495), 
Firestone could not have been 


more enthusiastic about his first 
big investment in Thoroughbreds. 
Things were also shaping up at 
Firestone's new farm in 
Middletown (Md.). 

■ "There's a lot of ups and downs 
in being a jock," noted Bill 
Passmore, who was at home 
recuperating from injuries 
sustained in a freak, five-horse 
spill at Pimlico. The 45-year-old 
perennial leading rider promised 
yet another comeback. 

■ Among hopefuls for that year's 
running of the Preakness was 
Fourbros Stable's Shelter Half. A 
$14,500 yearling purchase. Shelter 
Half had been risked for a $30,000 
tag his first time out. The colt 
aired by two and one-half lengths 
(over Star de Naskra) while 
winning the Hirsch Jacobs Stakes 
that spring, his second stakes 
score. His development was a 
crowning achievement for 56-year- 
old veteran trainer Toughy 
Hacker. 

"When 1 was first starting with 
Shelter Half, I thought I'd be 
lucky to get him up to a race," 
was Hacker's comment. "He was 
that bad. Now 1 think 1 might get 
him to the Preakness. He's that 
good." □

Editorial 


Maryland's Horse Industry Requires No 

Exaggeration 


At this time of year, it becomes necessary to attempt occasionally to convey to members of 
the Maryland General Assembly the scope and size of the horse industry in this state. While 
much of what passes for fact in Annapolis is suspect, this industry's message needs no help. 

The horse population in Maryland is estimated by the American Horse Council to be 
72,000 head, of which half are either Thoroughbreds (40 percent) or Standardbreds (10 percent). 
While most find uses other than racing, the predominance of these breeds is higher than in any 
other state. 


Horse activity in Maryland began shortly after the state's founding more than 350 years 
ago. Significant racing and breeding of Thoroughbreds in North America originated in Mary¬ 
land and was well underway by the mid-1700s. No other state's horse-industry tradition is as 
deep-rooted. 

Maryland has long been the market center of a six-state region which, while known for 
many breeds of horses, includes 100,000 Thoroughbreds. This area includes Delaware, Mary¬ 
land, southern New Jersey, southeast Pennsylvania, northern Virginia and eastern West Virgin¬ 
ia. 


In addition to flat and harness racing, this mid-Atlantic region can boast a strong and 
diverse pleasure horse industry with organizations promoting show jumping, foxhunting, 
dressage, eventing, polo, steeplechasing, driving, trail riding, and numerous Western events. 

The benefit of all this horse activity on tourism and agriculture is unquestionable. In terms 
of economics, there seems to be little doubt in the minds of experts that the impact of all this 
horse activity in Maryland alone is well in excess of $1 billion. What more can we say?
